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AN action group has been 
stunned by councillors’ 
opposition to its plans for 
an historic statue in the 
middle of a roundabout. 

The Save Historic Newmarket 
action group (SHNAG) has offered 
to raise money to have a statue of 
King Charles II, who established the 
town as the home of horse racing, 
installed on the roundabout at the 
Clocktower road junction. 

Town councillors said they would 
welcome the statue - but not on the 
roundabout. 

SHNAG’s offer to raise money - 
mainly from within the racing 
industry - for the statue followed an 
outcry of criticism of the 12 granite 
balls on the roundabout when it was 
installed a year ago. 

lustin Wadham, from the group, has 
been in talks with county council 
officials and the House of Lords, 
which owns the original statue, to see 
if the project is possible. 

He told members of the council’s 
community services committee: “We 
were acutely aware that we had said 
‘we didn’t want this and we didn’t 
want that’ so we wanted to do 
something positive.”

Despite King Charles’ long 
association with the town in the late 
17th century, there was not a statue 
of him on public display, he said. 

But Cllr Bob Cole said: “I’m 
against it. I believe there are already 
too many distractions for drivers at 
this roundabout.” 

Cllr Jane Bailey, the mayor, said: 
“I feel the statue will be 
inappropriate with the balls. The 
Portland stone of the statue would 
not go with the granite of the balls.” 

Cllr Richard Fletcher said: “It 
would be churlish to turn the offer 
down. But I think the ‘balls’

roundabout is not the right location 
for the statue.” 

The committee voted to

But he said the project would 
need public support to go ahead.

Military honours 
for a young hero 



A YOUNG soldier's cour¬ 
age, dedication and 
good humour were re¬ 
called at his funeral. 

Hundreds of villagers 
attended the service last 
Friday for 19-year-old Private 
Robbie Hayes at which he was 
given full military honours, 
including a volley of shots at 
his graveside. 

Soldiers formed a guard of 
honour outside St Mary’s 
Church in his home village of 
Burwell where around 500 
people attended the service - 
around 150 of them listening

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to it on loudspeakers outside 
the church. 

Others stood at the 
roadside as his cortege passed 
through the village for a 
private burial at the cemetery. 

The young member of the 
1st Battalion The Royal 
Anglian Regiment was the 
first British soldier to die in 
Afghanistan this year when he 
was killed by an improvised 
bomb on fanuary 3. 

His mother’s partner Trevor 
Cox said, in a tribute at 
the service: “He was 
the bravest of the 
brave and a true hero.” 

His mother, Diane 
Baldwin, and his 
girlfriend lemma 
Redfarn gave tributes 
by reading poems. 

lemma concluded 
hers with the words: “I 
will love you always, 
your lemma with a J.” 

Cpl Tom Robinson, 
his instructor in 
training at Catterick, 
said he was one of the 
few who left an impact 
on him on the course. 

“He really was a 
pleasure to instruct,” 
said Cpl Robinson. 


“I was devastated to hear 
his life had been taken while 
serving in Afghanistan. I 
believe he died doing the job 
he loved and was extremely 
good at.” 

Robbie, a former pupil of 
Burwell Village College 
primary school and Botti- 
sham Village College, had 
dreamed of joining the Army 
from a young age. 

He died just a year after 
joining the Army. 

Canon Stephen Earl, vicar 
of Burwell who conducted the 
service with two Army 
chaplains, said his death had 
left a sense of profound shock 
and sadness in the village - 
even among people who did 
not know him or his family 
personally. 

“He had so much to give 
and his loss is a deep tragedy 
more than words can ex¬ 
press,” he said. 

Robbie was a keen 
sportsman. He played rugby 
for Newmarket and won an 
Army boxing championship at 
his first attempt. 

The cortege passed his 
“local” pub The Fox in Bur¬ 
well on its way to the ceme¬ 
tery. 

A collection was taken for 
the Royal Anglian Benevolent 
Charity.

Man convicted of 
assault on girls 


A FORMER horse 
transport company boss 
has been convicted of 
indecently assaulting two 
girls. 

James Ratcliffe, 68, was found 
guilty of six charges after a 
week-long trial. 

He was cleared of a further 
four charges. 

Ratcliffe, of Laceys Lane, 
Exning, denied the 10 charges 
which relate to two girls and 
happened more than 10 years 
ago. 

The girls, now in their 
twenties, made complaints to 
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the police in January of last 
year and he was arrested. 

One of the women told the 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court: 
“At the time I didn't think it was 
groping. It just seemed like 
cuddles but it got uncom¬ 
fortable.” 

The jury of eight men and 
four women took a day and a 
half to reach their verdicts. 

Judge John Devaux asked the 
probation service to prepare a 
pre-sentence report on Ratcliffe 


and released him on bail until 
he is due to be sentenced in the 
week beginning Lebruary 22. 

The court heard the offences 
happened when Ratcliffe 
visited the girls’ mother for sex 
twice or three times a week. 

One of the girls told the court 
the incidents began when she 
was nine or ten. 

Ratcliffe told the court he 
never touched the girls 
indecently and claimed the 
allegations had been made by 
them to get back at their 
mother.

The company also 
said the number of flats 
proposed was compar¬ 
able with the numbers 
approved in similar 
schemes in the area. 


Inquest into death of 
fraud charge woman 

AN inquest into the death of a woman 
who was facing Crown court trial on theft 
and fraud charges has been opened and 
adjourned to a later date. 

Jacqueline Manning, 45, of Waterloo 
Close, Brickfields Avenue, Newmarket, 
was found dead at her home by her 
partner on Saturday, January 23. 

She was due to have appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court this month 
accused of thefts and fraud while she was 
steward at Newmarket Conservative 
Club. She had denied the charges. 

The inquest was opened on Friday and 
adjourned to a later date to allow time for 
more tests and inquiries. 


Troops due back 
from Afghanistan 

SERVICEMEN returning from six months 
in Afghanistan were due to arrive at the 
Mildenhall US Air Force base on Tuesday.

Hatchfield Farm plan 
a ‘carbuncle on town’

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A PLAN to build 1,200 homes 
on the edge of a town has been 
described as a “carbuncle” 

The comment was made during a 
debate at Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning com¬ 
mittee. 

The proposal, by racehorse owner 
Lord Derby, was previously opposed 
by the council when it was made part 
of future development policies for the 
Forest Heath district. 

Now the committee is recom¬ 
mending opposition to the grant of 
planning permission. 

More than 40 opponents of the 
scheme packed the committee 
meeting on Monday in the town 
council’s chamber at the Memorial 
Hall in the High Street. 

The town’s racehorse industry is 
also opposing the scheme and has 
warned that it would mean the end of 
the town as racing’s “headquarters”. 

Speakers at the meeting highlighted 
the dangers of traffic on Fordham 
Road, Newmarket, where the 
development is planned on more than 
160 acres of Lord Derby’s Hatchfield 
Farm. 

Jacko Fanshawe, wife of racehorse 
trainer James Fanshawe, said horses 
would have to compete for road space 
with increased traffic if the scheme 
was allowed to go ahead. 

She said: “The town will become a 
shadow of its former self. If it is 
allowed to go ahead it will kill the 
(racing) industry.” 

Derek Notley, of Malcolm Way, 
Newmarket, who was formerly one of 
the leaders of a council tax payers’ 
action group, said: “This will be 
something like a carbuncle on the far 
side of Newmarket.” 

Rachel Hood, who chairs the Save 
Historic Newmarket action group, 
said employment and business 
developments proposed as part of the 
scheme would be the equivalent of 
“19Tesco stores”. 

She said: “If this goes ahead it will 


change the whole nature of 
Newmarket.” 

But Bob Sellwood, Lord Derby’s 
planning consultant, said: “We agree 
that Newmarket is a very special place 
and horseracing is a significant part of 
what makes it special. Where we differ 
is in the definition of a sustainable 
future for Newmarket.” 

The committee is recommending 
that the full town council objects to 
the grant of planning permission for 
the scheme. But it is also suggesting 


that the town council should put 
forward conditions which could be 
imposed if Forest Heath District 
Council decides to give planning 
permission. 

The issue will be further considered 
at the full town council meeting on 
February 22. 

More details of the plans went on 
view at a public exhibition last 
Thursday. 

Lord Derby, whose 160 acres of land 
at Hatchfield Farm will be developed 


if the scheme goes ahead, has argued 
that it will not harm the racing 
industry. 

After the exhibition of plans at the 
town’s Heath Court Hotel, Lord Derby 
said: “I am glad that the exhibition 
provided an opportunity for the 
public to understand better exactly 
what my proposal entails, that it 
contributes to Newmarket in a very 
positive way, and that it recognises the 
huge importance of racing to the 
town.”

A RELATIVE of two 
children found dead in 
their mother's car has 
spoken of her shock. 

Ivy Donnison, 78, of New¬ 
market, was the great-aunt of 
Harry Donnison, 3, and his 
sister Elise, 2, who were 
found dead near their former 
home. 

The youngsters’ bodies 
were discovered in two large 
holdalls in the boot of the car 
and their mother, 43-year-old 
Fiona Donnison, was arrested 
after she went to police with 
“apparent self-harm injuries” 
last Wednesday. 

She appeared before Lewes 
magistrates on Saturday 
charged with their murder 
and was remanded in 
custody until February 12. 

Ivy Donnison, of Portland 
Road, said the children were 
“really beautiful” although 
she had not seen them and 
their parents for more than a 
year. 


“They just live so far away 
from us. We are elderly and 
we just can’t nip down and 
see them. They were really 
beautiful children. You 
couldn’t fault the way they 
had been brought up.” 

She said the children’s 
father Paul had broken the 
news to her, adding: “This 


has been a big strain on all of 
us.” 

Initial post-mortem 
examination results found 
the children died of 
asphyxiation. 

Tests at King’s College Hos¬ 
pital in London confirmed 
they had been dead for less 
than 24 hours when their 


bodies were discovered in East 
Sussex. 

Mrs Donnison is reported to 
have been living in Lightwater, 
Surrey, after moving out of the 
former family home in 
Heathfield, East Sussex, before 
Christmas. 

A family friend said Mr 
Donnison had previously 
spoken to the police about his 
concern for the children’s safety. 

Sussex police said there had 
been “previous contact” with 
the family and a review of the 
handling of the case would be 
carried out “with appropriate 
agencies.” 

Mrs Donnison had two older 
children, Will, 16, and Ollie, 13, 
from a former marriage, before 
she met Mr Donnison. 

She was said to be 
“devastated” when her first 
child with Mr Donnison, a 
daughter named Mia, died of 
cot death in 2004. 


Three face 
charges 
of assault 

THREE men, one of them 
from Soham, were due to 
appear at Crown court to¬ 
day on assault charges. 

Daniel Burling, 19, of 
Kingfisher Drive, Soham, 
has been charged with 
causing actual bodily harm 
and attempting to cause 
grievous bodily harm 
outside a pub in Risbygate 
Street, Bury St Edmunds, in 
the early hours of Monday, 
fanuary 25. 

He was facing the same 
charges with foshua 
Hancock, 20, of Kings Road, 
Bury St Edmunds. They 
were remanded in custody 
by magistrates who sent the 
case for trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court where a pre¬ 
liminary hearing was taking 
place today. 

Mateusz Brzezkinski, 22, 
of Lancaster Avenue, Bury St 
Edmunds, appeared separ¬ 
ately at magistrates’ court 
and had also been remand¬ 
ed in custody to appear at 
crown court today. 

He is charged with actual 
bodily harm, attempted 
grievous bodily harm and 
obstructing a police officer.

Closer watch 
on doctors 

DOCTORS who provide 
out-of-hours GP care 
will be closely monit¬ 
ored, health bosses 
have said. 

Maureen Donnelly, chair¬ 
man of NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire, gave the 
assurances at a meeting 
to discuss the new out- 
of-hours GP service, 
which will be run by 
Camdoc from April 8. 

It follows the 
cancellation of a 
contract by Take Care 
Now last year, which ran 
out-of-hours care in East 
Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland, following the 
death of 70-year-old 
David Gray in Manea. 

Mr Gray was injected 
with 10 times the 
recommended dose of 
painkillers by Dr Daniel 
Ubani, a Nigerian-born 
German doctor in 
February 2008. 

An inquest into Mr 
Gray’s death is currently 
being held at Wisbech 
Magistrates’ Court and 
will also examine the 
death of Iris Edwards, 
who died a day after 
Ubani treated her. 

Mrs Donnelly said it was 
illegal to suspend foreign 
doctors from their 
approved lists in light of 
European Union 
employment laws, but 
their lists would be 
tightly audited. 

She said: “It is for us to 
audit the list until the 
national rules are 
changed.” 

The comments were 
made at an NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire board 
meeting to discuss a 
two-month consultation 
on out-of-hours GP 
care. 

Camdoc, which has 
changed its name to 
Urgent Care 
Cambridgeshire, was 
chosen to run a county¬ 
wide contract earlier this 
month. 

Medicines 

wasted 

WASTED medication in 
Cambridgeshire is 
costing the taxpayer 
more than £5 million a 
year. 

NHS Cambridgeshire 
announced the figure 
ahead of a new 
campaign to reduce the 
problem. 

It said the cash could 
pay for 1,000 cataract 
operations or hip 
replacements, 700 heart 
bypasses, 150 
community nurses or 
900 knee operations. 

In the new scheme, GPs 
and prescribing 
practices will encourage 
people to return all their 
unused medication - to 
see just how much of it 
is being wasted. 

One of the main con¬ 
cerns is repeat 
prescriptions, which are 
ordered and collected 
by patients but may not 
be needed because they 
have stopped using the 
drugs. 


Drink drive limit should be zero says 



Zero tolerance: the only way to clamp down on drink-driving offences is 
to make it illegal to drive with any alcohol in the blood, says Chief 
Constable Julie Spence, right. 


CHIEF Constable Julie Spence has 
called for a ban on consuming any 
alcohol before getting behind the 
wheel. 

Cambridgeshire’s lead officer 
spoke out after her sadness at a 
leap in the number of drink-drivers 
arrested over the festive season. 

She believes that only a total 
ban on drinking any alcohol at all 
before getting behind the wheel 
will stop the carnage on the 
county’s roads. 

Currently the legal limit for 
drivers is 80mg of alcohol per 
100ml of blood. 

Mrs Spence has called for 
tougher legislation to deal with 
drink-driving. 

Speaking in her latest podcast, 
she said: “Another Christmas and 
new year holiday has come and 
gone, and once again we have a 
worryingly high number of drink¬ 
driving offenders. 

“A hundred and twenty three 


were arrested in Cambridgeshire 
for being under the influence of 
drink or drugs compared to 102 
the previous year. 

“One reason for the rise may be 
that my officers stopped 15,000 
drivers - 5,000 more than last 
year.” 

She added: “But if we dare to 
assume that the message about 
safe driving generally is beginning 


to hit home, why do we continue to 
see so many drivers prepared to 
take the risk of drinking over the 
limit before getting behind the 
wheel? 

“The fact is that, along with my 
colleagues and others who work in 
road safety, I have long abandoned 
any hope that we’ll ever see drink¬ 
driving in the festive period drop to 
single figures or vanish altogether.

“I have a feeling that might not 
happen unless there is much 
tougher legislation banning any 
kind of drinking and driving. 

“It would then be clear and 
unequivocal, if perhaps initially 
unpopular. 

“No drinking and driving would 
mean exactly that, with no doubt at 
all about the penalty for being 
caught. 

“As it is, with an upper limit 
some will always be tempted to go 
just over it, just as do others with 
speed limits. 

“Stupid? Yes. Reckless? 
Certainly. A deadly threat to other 
road users? Of course. And not 
just during the festive season, but 
all year round. 

“That’s why my officers who try 
to ensure safety on your roads 
have neither sympathy nor 
understanding for anyone caught 
over the limit. There is not, and 
never can be, an excuse.” 


Tourism campaign

A CAMPAIGN to attract tourists 
has been credited with bringing 
in £1.75 million. 

The marketing campaign by Choose 
Suffolk helped to bring in spending 
equivalent to nearly £5,000 a day to the 
county.

effectiveness of a tourism campaign, 
asked respondents who had either 
visited or booked with the intention of 
visiting Suffolk whether exposure to the 


campaign influenced their decision. It 
found that there was a particularly high 
recall rate amongst respondents for 
Come to Your Senses: Visit Suffolk.” 

More than £1.1 million is reported to 
have been spent by visitors who came to 
the county after looking at a Great Days 
Out in Suffolk brochure. 

Celia Hodson, chief executive of 
Choose Suffolk, said: “This evaluation 
report gives us a clear insight into the 
most effective channels for reaching 
potential visitors to Suffolk, while also 
revealing their patterns of spending 
behaviour and length of stay in the 
county. 

“Tourism is extremely important to the 
county’s economy and contributes £1.63 
billion per year to Suffolk, so it is 
important that we are targeting our 
marketing campaigns effectively, as this 
research demonstrates, and successfully 
positioning Suffolk as a premier tourism 
destination.” 

Choose Suffolk is the trading name of 
the Suffolk Development Agency which 
ran the campaign in partnership with the 
county council.

DESPITE illnesses and late 
holidays, there was a splendid 
attendance at the first meeting this 
year of Mildenhall and District 
Probus Club, held in the Social 
Club on January 11, with Jim 
Wurzburger in the chair.

decking, on which the council is 
being recommended to provide 
two fine Glasdon seats, since it is 
a very popular spot, not least for 
parents bringing their younger 
children to the waterside. 

Help for mothers was also 
seen in the final recommendation 
of the evening, when the 
committee considered and 
supported a request from the 
Lark Children’s Centre, adjacent 
to the council offices, to install a 
buggy park outside the pavilion, 
with the centre responsible for all 
installation and maintenance 
costs.

In Suffolk, where the 
county’s police force 
received £53,000 redistri¬ 
buted by the Home Office 
in December, specialist 
financial investigators are 
being used to target car¬ 
eer criminals who cause 
most harm in commun¬ 
ities. 

Members of a drug gang 
operating in Cambridge¬ 
shire and Suffolk from a 
base in Haverhill were last 
week ordered to pay sev¬ 
eral thousands of pounds 
or have extra time added 
to their jail sentences. 

A conference, hosted by 
the Suffolk Criminal 
Justice Board (SCJB), was 
held at the county’s police

headquarters to highlight 
the use of the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

One of the main aims 
was to show that career 
criminals who had 
appeared beyond the law 
are now well within its 
reach and can expect to 
have their assets taken, 
be it cash, houses, cars or 
other valuable property. 

Chief Constable Simon 
Ash said: “The focus of 
our efforts should be 
targeted at those who 
cause the most harm 
within the communities 
of Suffolk. 

“The public want us to 
take the ill-gotten gains 
from criminals who live 
lifestyles beyond their 
lawful means. 

“We have been very 
successful in doing this 
and then ploughing cash 


back into community 
projects through the 
national Pay Back 
scheme.” 

Temporary Detective 
Superintendent Steve 
Mattin said: “We want 
criminals to feel the full 
weight of the law, but we 
also want to put them out 
of business permanently 
by taking their profits. 

“The Proceeds of Crime 
Act demonstrates clearly 
that crime does not pay 
and we are extremely 
committed to using these 
powers to their full 
potential. 

“We are always keen to 
hear from the public 
about any person who 
appears to have wealth 
and possessions without 
any apparent legal means 
of funding this lifestyle, 
and who they suspect 
may be involved in 
criminality.”

Raid info may lead to reward 


INFORMATION about a ram- 
raid in which an attempt was 
made to steal a bank’s cash 
machine could lead to a 
reward.

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Former jockey 
and trainer dies 

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
former top jockey and trainer Fred 
Rickaby who has died aged 93. 

Mr Rickaby was born in 
Newmarket and went on to 
become a leading jockey and 
champion trainer. 

He was the elder brother of Bill 
Rickaby, also a top jockey, and a 
cousin to racing legend Lester 
Piggott. 

Fred Rickaby was champion 
apprentice jockey in 1931 and 
1932. He switched to racing over 
jumps when he became too heavy 
for flat racing. 

After Second World War service 
as an RAF pilot during which he 
was awarded the AFC and bar, he 
returned to racing. 

But he emigrated to South Africa 
in 1947 and began training horses 
there. 

He returned to Britain in the 
1980s and lived in the Moulton 
area before moving to 
Lincolnshire where he died. 

Newmarket trainer fohn Berry, a 
close friend, described him as a 
“genius with horses” and praised 
his knowledge of their muscles as a 
self-taught chiropractor and 
physiotherapist. 

Mr Berry said Fred Rickaby was 
probably the last surviving person 
who had ridden legendary 
racehorse Hyperion 
immortalised in a bronze statue 
outside the fockey Club in 
Newmarket. 

He is believed to have ridden 
Hyperion at exercise, although he 
did not ride the horse that went on 
to become a leading stallion in any 
of his races. 


China challenge

CHAMPION jockey 
Richard Dunwoody is

He completed a 1,000-mile 
in 1,000 hours walking 
challenge in Newmarket last 
year which raised thousands 
of pounds for a number of 
charities.

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Jessica’s back at her best 
after finding her own cure

1 NJOYING a 


^ holiday with 
her family, Jessica 
Wong didn’t have a 
care in the world. 


Having just completed 
her GCSEs, and looking 
forward to starting her 
A-levels that September, 
Jessica’s life changed 
suddenly when, during a 
day on the beach, her 
mum noticed something 
was wrong with her back. 

“I was in my bikini, so 
it was probably quite 
visible then,” explains the 
19-year-old Cambridge 
student. “Apparently, it’s 
quite a classic story 
about how Scoliosis is 
noticed, because when 
people have their clothes 
on you don’t notice it too 
much.” 

What her mum had 
noticed was that Jessica’s 
back wasn’t straight - in 
fact it was curving at an 
alarming angle. 

Once back in the UK, 
and with her mum for 
support, Jessica went to 
her GP who diagnosed 
Scoliosis: a back 
condition that causes the 
spine to curve to the left 
or right. It affects more 
than four per cent of the 
population. 

“Once I started looking 
I did notice the curve in 
my spine more and more, 
especially when I looked 


Facing a life of pain or potentially dangerous surgery to 
correct a spinal condition, Cambridge medical student

at photos and in the 
mirror,” remembers 
Jessica. “I avoided 
wearing certain types of 
clothes that showed it 
off.” 

Referred to an 
orthopaedic surgeon to 
confirm the diagnosis, 
Jessica was dealt the 
devastating news that 
Scoliosis is incurable. The 
only treatment available 
to correct the spine is a 
major operation 
involving metal rods 
being permanently 
inserted under the skin 
either side of the spine, 
before the spine is fused 
solid - an operation 
which carries the risk of 
paralysis. 

“I was told that 
because there is no cure I 
just had to observe my 
spine to see if it got any 
worse - generally, just 
live with it,” says Jessica. 
“The operation wasn’t 
offered to me, but it was 
never something we were 
considering or wanted.” 

Disappointed with the 
consultation, Jessica 
threw herself into her 


studies in her home town 
of Chichester, with her 
increasingly curving 
spine and recurring back 
pain as constant 
reminders of her 
Scoliosis. 

“I searched Scoliosis a 
lot on the internet, where 
there are lots of horror 
stories. It didn’t really 
help, it just panicked 
me,” explains Jessica. 

”1 was definitely 
unhappy living with 
Scoliosis then, generally 
because I felt I was quite 
young to be feeling like I 
did. 

“I didn’t notice it every 
minute of every day but 
in my Saturday job, 
which was at a pharmacy, 
I would feel very achy at 
the end of my shift from 
standing up all day and 
just being generally 
uncomfortable with 
backache. 

“I was always thinking 
about the Scoliosis and 
that I was going to live 
like this for the rest of my 
life, with aches and pains. 
I thought, if I’ve got 
backache now, what will 


it be like when I’m 
older?” 

Managing to cope with 
the pain during her A- 
levels, Jessica didn’t let 
the condition affect her 
studies and, in 2008, was 
delighted to get the 
grades required to study 
medicine at Cambridge. 

However, at the start of 
her first year in the city, 
Jessica began to 
experience excruciating 
back pain and returned 
to a website, Scoliosis 
SOS, for help. 

“My back was getting 
worse and I wanted to do 
something about it,” 
remembers Jessica. 

After discussing 
Scoliosis SOS with her 
parents, Jessica went to 
the Suffolk-based clinic 
for a consultation and to 
discuss attending a four- 
week treatment course. 

Founded and run by 
Erika Maude, who has 
Scoliosis herself, the 
clinic opened three years 
ago and is the only one in 
the world to offer 
treatment following the 
non-invasive ScolioGold

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method, which uses a 
combination of non- 
surgical treatments. 

Originally writing the 
treatment off when she 
was 16 due to its price 
(about £3,000 for the 
four-week course), and 
because it was not a 
guaranteed cure, Jessica 
and her parents now felt 
it was her only option. 

“Because of university, 

I wasn’t free to go on the 
course until June last 
year, so I spent my first 
year at Cambridge in 
quite a bit of pain,” says 
Jessica. “The treatment 
was from 10am-5pm, 
Monday to Friday, at the 
clinic in Martlesham. 

“There were 12 other 
people on the course, so I 
got to meet other people 
who had Scoliosis; it 
helped to hear their 
stories. The first few days 
were teaching us about 
Scoliosis and then the 
rest of the course was 
about seeing where my 
spine was worse, taking 
measurements and 
learning exercises to 
strengthen my back, 
which I now have to do 
every day for 30 
minutes.” 

As each week of the 
course passed, the curve 
of Jessica’s spine 
improved and, as our 
before and after shots 
show, at the end of the 
four weeks, there was a 
significant change in her 
profile and her back 
muscles were much 
stronger. 

“That was my back at 
it’s worst,” says Jessica, 
pointing to the picture of 
her back taken before her 
treatment began. “I like 


looking at that one and 
seeing the difference.” 

Now living relatively 
pain free, Jessica’s back 
continues to improve 
following the course 
thanks to her daily 
exercise routine. “I get 
quite a nice feeling from 
the exercises, it’s like a 
big stretch in my back,” 
she smiles. 

“I have to put the effort 
in to make sure I do 
them. There are some 
days when I actually can’t 
do them because I’m too 
busy, or I’ve gone away 
for the weekend, but 
generally I do it every 
day. Some days I’d rather 
not, but I make myself.” 

Sitting with perfect 
posture, which Jessica 
tells me requires a lot of 
concentration, it is 
impossible to tell that 
Jessica suffers from 
Scoliosis. 

“A lot of my friends 
don’t really believe that I 
have a spine problem 
because you can’t see it, 
but they would know if 
I’m suffering a bit or if 
I’ve pushed myself too far 
as I’ll be a bit grumpy,” 
laughs Jessica. 

Despite being able to 
manage her Scoliosis 
through exercise, Jessica 
admits that it’s frustrating 
not knowing what caused 
her spine to curve in the 
first place. 

She says: “I’ve never 
had an answer for why I 
got it. The doctors don’t 
know what definitely 
causes it, they just know 
things that can bring it 
about or make it worse, 
like I played the violin for 
five years - that was 
probably something that 


didn’t help. 

“I would definitely say 
that if you’re not happy 
with your back, for 
whatever reason, and you 
don’t want to live with it, 
then see if you can do 
something about it.” 

With no cure for 
Scoliosis, Jessica will 
need to carry on her daily 
exercises until any time 
in the future that her 
condition may change, 
and will return to the 
clinic every six months 
for a check up. 

“The condition 
generally stabilises once 
you stop growing but can 
get worse with gravity 
and old age,” says Jessica. 
“So it could get worse if 
you don’t look after your 
spine - it can also get 
better, but it will never go 
away.” 

Grateful to her parents 
for noticing the curve in 
her back and for helping 
in her recovery, Jessica 
says: “If I hadn’t gone for 
physiotherapy the 
chances are in my middle 
age I would have started 
experiencing respiratory 
problems, osteoporosis 
and more back pain. 
Sometimes, people have 
surgery in their later life 
when it starts getting 
worse.” 

Now enjoying a pain- 
free student life in 
Cambridge, Jessica is 
determined to keep her 
Scoliosis in check and 
live life to the full. 

“It doesn’t stop me 
from doing anything. It’s 
there, it will always be 
there, but I can definitely 
live with it.”

Two GPs cover 
600,000 people 


SERVICES provided by 
primary care trusts (PCTs) 
for out-of-hours doctors 
have left more than one 
million residents depend¬ 
ing on just a handful of GPs 
overnight. 

GPs were allowed to opt out of 
providing an out-of-hours service 
as part of their 2004 contract 
changes and responsibility 
instead passed to the trusts. 

But 565,000 people in 
Cambridgeshire have been left 
with as few as three doctors 
providing overnight cover while 
neighbouring Suffolk has just two 
doctors for 600,000 people. 

The trusts employ private firms 
or groups of independent doctors 
to provide cover and some have 
flown in foreign doctors to help. 

An inquest is continuing this 
week into the death of 70-year- 
old David Gray, from Manea, who 
was injected with 10 times the 
recommended dose of painkillers 
by Dr Daniel Ubani in February

The Nigerian-born German 
doctor was employed by Take 
Care Now, which formerly ran 
out-of-hours care in East 
Cambridgeshire and Fenland. 

Matthew Smith, assistant 
director of out of hospital care at 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said: “In 
Cambridgeshire, out-of-hours GP 
services are provided by Urgent 
Care Cambridgeshire (formerly 
Camdoc), Huntsdoc and 
Peterborough Community 
Services. 

“At present three GPs cover the 
midnight to 8am shift during the 
week and at weekends, when call 
times are at their lowest. 

“An additional two GPs work 
the midnight-8am shifts on a 
Friday to match call volumes. 

“There is additional back-up 
GP cover available as required 
throughout these shifts if the call 
demand unexpectedly increases. 


“Providers are required to staff 
all shifts with sufficient doctors, 
nurses, drivers and call handlers 
to ensure that all quality 
standards are met.” 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk 
said: "We commission a service 
which means people in Suffolk 
who need care out of hours are 
seen by experienced clinicians, 
the majority of whom are Suffolk 
GPs.” 

The Conservatives have 
pledged to make GPs responsible 
for round-the-clock care. 

South Cambridgeshire MP 
Andrew Lansley, shadow health 
secretary, said the PCTs have 
failed to deliver the quality of 
out-of-hours services the public 
has a right to expect. 

He said: “Labour are spending 
£160 million on ensuring GPs stay 
open for an extra hour some 
evenings but at nights and 
weekends they seem indifferent 
to the fact that there are hardly 
any doctors available at all.” 


Sister found brother dead on sofa 


A HEROIN addict was 
found dead with a 
hypodermic needle 
sticking out of his arm 
by his sister, an inquest 
heard. 

Ian Fenn, 27, died on 
the sofa at his family 
home in Fenfields, Bar¬ 
way, but his parents 
were away on holiday at 
the time. 

He had been dead for 


six days before he was 
eventually found by his 
sister Katie on October 
2 last year. 

David Osbourne, 
coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, 
held an inquest into his 
death last Thursday. 

Pc Andrew McKean 
attended the scene 
alongside other officers 
after receiving a call 


from Mr Fenn’s sister. 

In a statement, he 
said: “We found Mr 
Fenn lying on his right 
side on the sofa. There 
was a hypodermic nee¬ 
dle sticking out of his 
right arm.” 

The inquest heard Mr 
Fenn, who worked as a 
farm labourer, had batt¬ 
led with a heroin add¬ 
iction and methadone 


habit since September 
2000. 

Post mortem examin¬ 
ations identified both 
drugs in his body. 

Mr Osbourne conclu¬ 
ded Mr Fenn died of a 
drugs overdose. He rec¬ 
orded a verdict of death 
as a result of dependent 
abuse of drugs. 

Mr Fenn’s family did 
not attend the inquest.

Recycling 
wins a boost 

WASTE chiefs hope a 
new contract will boost 
recycling levels and cut 
carbon emissions. 
Viridor has signed a 
five-year deal to sort 
and market rubbish 
which can be turned 
into new products from 
Cambridge, Hunting¬ 
donshire and Fenland. 
The agreement to han¬ 
dle an estimated 
34,000 tonnes of 
“recyclates” at the 
firm’s base in Peterbor¬ 
ough will mean recyc¬ 
ling vehicles will travel 
shorter distances, 
reducing costs and 
carbon emissions. 
Families in Fenland and 
Huntingdonshire will be 
able to include glass 
bottles and jars in their 
new bins, following in 
the footsteps of city 
householders. 

The councils hope the 
contract will help them 
meet their target of 
recycling 55-60 per 
cent of household 
waste by 2020. 


Euro call to back ivory ban 


A EURO MP has urged the 
European Parliament to 
speak out about elephant 
hunting in Africa. 

Eastern region MEP 
Robert Sturdy, from 
Cambridgeshire, has 
condemned plans by two 
African countries to sell 
ivory. 

He fears it would 
encourage the slaughter of 
more elephants and possibly 
lead to their extinction. 

Mr Sturdy, who sits on 
both the parliament’s 
International Trade 
Committee and the 
Sustainable Hunting 
Intergroup, said he wants 
the European Parliament to 
“strongly object to any plans 
by Tanzania and Zambia to 
offload existing ivory stock”. 

He said: “There is 
concern that if sales went 
ahead, poachers could 
slaughter more elephants 
and pass off the ivory as old 
stock. Other countries led by 
Mali and Kenya are opposed 
to this.

“With elephant numbers 
already in decline across a 
number of African countries, 
and Sierra Leone’s elephant 
population wiped out since 
November, any moves to 


grant the sale of ivory would 
be a disaster and could see 
the near extinction of 
African elephants in the 
wild. 

“I am very concerned that 
supporting these plans to 
trade ivory could easily lead 
to a rise in illegal poaching 
and threaten marginal 
elephant populations across 
Africa. 

“We should be choking 
demand, not stoking it by 
legitimising the trade. 

“The UK Government has 
a chance to make a 
difference to the fate of 
elephants by supporting this 
ban. 

“I want the public to get 
behind my campaign. 

“I urge people to write to 
the Government, or their 
elected representative, 
asking them to get off the 
fence and follow our lead in 
opposing the lifting of the 
ban to help African countries 
protect their precious but 
threatened wildlife 
heritage.” 


Church role to attract more visitors 


SUFFOLK-born Marion Welham 
has been given the job of 
attracting more visitors to the 
county’s historic churches. 

She has been appointed church 
buildings and tourism officer for 
the Diocese of St Edmundsbury 
and Ipswich, on a three-year deal 
largely funded by English 
Heritage. 

The new position aims to help 
congregations maintain the 
county’s 478 churches - more 
than 95 per cent of which are 
listed - and to attract more 


visitors. 

Ms Welham, who was born in 
Suffolk, said: “Our churches can 
unlock many centuries of history 
and should be a real magnet for 
visitors. 

“Most of them date back to 
medieval times, when they would 
have been busy and colourful 
centres of activity and social life. 

“It would be great to think we 
could reconnect our churches 
with the wider community, either 
by sharing their rich heritage 
through education and 


workshops, by using the space for 
local events such as concerts and 
exhibitions, or helping to meet 
community needs for local 
produce markets or self help 
groups.” 

Nicholas Edgell, the diocese’s 
chief executive officer, said: “I am 
confident Marion will make a real 
difference. 

“I am delighted the churches in 
Suffolk are being further 
supported by our English 
Heritage, and private donors 
working in partnership with us.”

Set sail for 
tale of love 
on HMS 
Pinafore 


A TALE of love on the high seas can 
be heard this week with 
Cambridge University Gilbert and 
Sullivan Society’s new production of 
HMS Pinafore. 

This much-celebrated comic opera follows the 
fortunes of the eclectic crew aboard the saucy 
ship Pinafore. 

Josephine, the captain’s daughter, is in love 
with foremast lad Ralph Rackstraw, though her 
father has other plans for her future. For 
Josephine has also caught the eye of the Lord of 
the Admiralty, Sir Joseph Porter, who would be 
an excellent catch for any young lady. 

As Josephine faces the choice between head 
and heart, as well as the restraints of social 
convention, several more characters - from 
meddling relatives and horn-piping sailors to 
crafty sea-dogs - are added to the mix to ensure 
the captain has his hands full keeping order on 
deck. 

Filled with music, laughs and sparkling 
dialogue, HMS Pinafore has been delighting 
audiences worldwide for over a century. This 


latest version transports the action from its 
original Victorian setting to the buzz of the roaring 
20s. 

The production is helmed by professional 
director Poppy Burton-Morgan, whose CV 
includes work for The Old Vic, The Almeida, The 
English National Opera and Shakespeare’s Globe. 

“In my - admittedly rather eclectic - theatrical 
career to date I have directed everything from 
Shakespeare to opera, burlesque to puppetry, but 
Gilbert and Sullivan was a first for me so when I 
was approached to direct a production of HMS 
Pinafore, I jumped aboard,” says Poppy. “Until 
this month I actually lived on a Dutch barge on 
the Thames so I couldn’t say no to the chance to 
direct a show set on a boat and show off the 
extent of my nautical knowledge. 

“Without wanting to rock the boat too much in 
bringing a radical new vision to this Victorian 
classic, I chose to transpose the action from the 
1870s to the 20th century - the interwar years - 
giving us a ship full of gallant naval veterans. 

This makes the satirical attacks on the British 
class system all the more pertinent: following on 
the heels of a war in which Lions were led by 
Donkeys, common tars like Ralph are led by the 


incompetent First Lord of the Admiralty, Sir 
Joseph Porter KCB. 

“Not only does this era place Pinafore in a 
cultural frame of reference to which we can more 
easily relate, thanks to the success of films like 
Atonement and Gosford Park, but it also gives us 
the delights of a flurry of flappers, led by the 
uncrushable Hebe, running amok on a decidedly 
Art Deco naval vessel, and a wonderfully witty 
and ineffectual Sir Joseph who could almost be 
an early Noel Coward. 

“It’s been a joy immersing myself in the 
wonderful and wacky world of the Cambridge 
University Gilbert & Sullivan Society, who 
brilliantly combine talent, commitment and (as 
successful G&S undoubtedly requires) a serious 
dose of levity. And I couldn’t have been given a 
better show to start with - class warfare, a love 
story, dancing sailors and a serious case of 
mistaken identity all played out on the decks of a 
ship - what’s not to love?”

The big film 



EDGE OF DARKNESS (15,116 
mins) Thriller. Mel Gibson, Ray 
Winstone, Danny Huston, Bojana 
Novakovic, Jay O Sanders. 
Director: Martin Campbell. 

POLITICAL intrigue and corporate 
skulduggery comes in Martin 
Campbell’s slick reduction of the 
1985 BBC mini-series, Edge Of 
Darkness. 

Adapted for the big screen by 
William Monahan and Andrew 
Bovell, the film version of Edge Of 
Darkness condenses six episodes 
of suspense into an engrossing 
two hours, transplanting the cat 
and mouse thrills to Boston. 

Campbell directed the original 
television series and has since 
proved his mettle with big budget 
blockbusters including The Mask 
Of Zorro and Casino Roy ale. 

His credentials with high-octane 
action sequences come in useful 
for the sporadic set pieces here, 
including a couple of blood- 
spattered shoot-outs. 

The orchestrator of the carnage 
is homicide detective Thomas 
Craven (Gibson), a veteran of the 
Boston Police Department, who is 
looking forward to a visit from his 
24-year-old daughter, Emma 


(Novakovic). A happy reunion 
turns to tragedy when a masked 
assassin guns down Emma on the 
steps of the family home, taking a 
bullet many believe was meant for 
her old man. 

Consumed with grief, Thomas 
shuns support from fellow 
detective Whitehouse (Sanders), 
preferring to investigate his 
daughter’s murder on his own 
terms. 

Anguish turns to incredulity as 
the cop uncovers his daughter’s 
secret life as an activist. 

As Craven edges closer to the 
truth and Emma’s involvement in 
the Northmoor research facility 
run by Jack Bennett (Huston), 


the government hires shadowy 
figure Darius Jedburgh 
(Winstone) to silence the 
renegade detective. 

However, the enigmatic 
Jedburgh has his own agenda. 

Edge Of Darkness begins at a 
canter but slows noticeably in 
the plot-saturated middle act 
when Craven experiences 
beatific visions of his daughter 
from childhood. 

Gibson has played the 
embattled father before in 
Ransom and he weeps 
convincingly here, when he’s not 
beating up shady individuals 
who stand between him and the 
identity of Emma’s killer.

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Compost quality is still a 
mixed bag, research finds 


T here is still huge 

disparity between the 
quality of different 
composts on the market, 
according to new research. 

Gardeners may be wasting 
their money on products which 
produce small, sickly looking 
plants, according to trials by 
Which? Gardening. 

B&Q Multipurpose, B&Q 
Sowing and Cutting composts 
and consistent performer New 
Horizon Organic and Peat Free 
Growbag all received Best Buys 
for seed sowing composts. 
Meanwhile, B&Q Multipurpose, 
B&Q John Innes No 2 and 
Westland West & Multi Purpose 
Compost were given Best Buys 
for growing on small plants.

However, Which? Gardening 
awarded Don’t Buys to two 
composts - Homebase 
Multipurpose Peat-Free and Vital 
Earth Seed & Cutting Compost. 
Both these products performed 
poorly overall in the seed sowing 
tests, with less than 40 per cent of 
seeds germinating when sown in 
these products. 

Richard Gianfrancesco, head of 
research for Which? Gardening, 
says: “One of the best things a 
gardener can do to help seeds or 
plug plants do well is grow them 
in good-quality compost, but 
with so many different products 
on sale it can be really tricky to 
know which one to choose. 

“As our rigorous research has 
shown, choose well and young 
plants should thrive, but pick the 
wrong compost and you could 
end up with plants that either 


look sickly and unhealthy, or 
simply don’t germinate at all.” 

Of course, the other option is 
to make your own seed compost 
which will save you money. It can 
be made out of organic 
ingredients such as leaf mould, 
coir and loam. 

Seed composts should be well 
aerated and warm. They should 
be soil-less and consist of equal 
parts of fine textured bulking 
material such as coir and fine 
sand, which ensures effective 
drainage and aeration for 
germinating seeds. 

Ingredients should contain 
little in the way of additional 
fertilisers, as seeds don’t like high 
nutrient levels and may not 
germinate in rich mixtures. 

One recommended recipe is 
one part leaf mould, one part grit 
cleaned from gutters, plus small 
amounts of used house plant 
compost with perlite. 

However, two-year-old leaf 
mould is perfect to use on its own 
as a seed compost, says Heather 
Jackson, project co-ordinator at 
Garden Organic, the UK’s leading 
organic growing charity. 

“You can’t make seed compost 
out of your normal compost as it 
will be too high in nutrients. The 
ideal growing medium for seeds

is two-year-old leaf mould, which 
is spongy, light, low in nutrients, 
keeps moist and you don’t have 
to sieve it.” 

Another alternative is to collect 
molehill soil, which is very fine 
but fairly weed-free and not 
nutrient rich, she adds. Mix that 
with grit and it should make a 
good seed compost. 

It is also possible to re-use 
home-made seed compost for 
another crop once your seedlings 
have been pricked out, she adds.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Hellebore

possible that the money alloc¬ 
ated to the scheme will run 
out before then. 

The Government-backed 
initiative has proved hugely 
successful for the trade and the 
public alike, accounting for a fifth 
of new car registrations since its 
inception last May. 

The £2,000 discount for a traded- 
in older car sparked a 39 per cent 
sale rise in December when 
compared to the same month in 
2008, but it was always due to be 
curtailed at the end of February 
and it now looks possible that not 
all customers who order their new 
car before February 28 under the 
scheme will receive the discount. 

“Potential buyers are advised 
that they have to put their name 
down at the dealership before 
February 28,” says SMMT (Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders) media manager Jon Viss- 
cher, “and if they don’t do that then 


they are not going to be entitled to 
any scrappage subsidy. 

“Even if they do get their name 
down, they might not get the 
scrappage money if the money 
runs out before the end of the 
month.” 

The Government allocated £400 
million to get the scheme going, 
and this fund is now depleted by 
the 360,000 new car customers 
who have taken advantage of the 
offer. 

“We anticipate this year will be 
another tough year,” says Visscher 
of the post-scrappage market, 
citing the VAT increase to 17.5 per 
cent as another concern to car 
retailers. 

“But we think manufacturers will 
be able to plan more evenly during 
the year.”

Cars NV this week confirmed 
that they have reached a binding 
agreement on the purchase of 
Saab Automobile AB. 

“Today’s announcement is 
great news for Saab employees, 
dealers and suppliers, great 
news for millions of Saab 
customers and fans worldwide, 
and great news for GM,” said 
John Smith, GM vice- president 
for corporate planning and 
alliances on Wednesday. 

“General Motors, Spyker Cars, 
and the Swedish government 
worked very hard and creatively 
for a deal that would secure a 
sustainable future for this unique 
and iconic brand, and we’re all 
happy for the positive 
outcome.” 

As part of the agreement, 
Spyker intends to form a new 
company, Saab Spyker 
Automobiles, which will carry 
the Saab brand forward. The 
sale will be subject to 
customary closing conditions, 
including receipt of applicable 


regulatory, governmental and 
court approvals. Other terms 
and conditions specific to the 
sale will be disclosed later. 

The Swedish government is 
at present reviewing the 
transaction and the related 
request for guarantees of a 
Saab Automobile loan that has 
been requested from the 
European Investment Bank. 
Assuming quick action, the 
transaction is expected to close 
in mid-February, and previously 
announced wind-down 
activities at Saab will be 
immediately suspended, 
pending the close of the 
transaction. 

“Throughout the negotiations, 
GM has always had the hope to 
find a solution for Saab that 
would avoid a wind down of the 
brand,” added Nick Reilly, 
president, GM Europe. “We’ve 
worked with many parties over 
the past year, including 
governments and investors, and 
I’m very pleased that we could 
come to such a good 


conclusion, one that preserves 
jobs in Sweden and elsewhere. 
GM will continue to support 
Saab and Spyker on their way 
forward.” 

Cambridge Saab dealer 
principal James Howarth 
expressed delight at the news 
that the Swediah marque has 
been purchased by Dutch car 
maker Spyker.

NOTHING makes a big 4x4 
more attractive than a heavy 
dusting of snow around the 
UK. 

British Car Auctions (BCA) has 
the evidence to back that 
statement, as the average used 
values for large 4x4s are now at 
record levels, according to the 
firm’s latest report. 

BCA’s Tim Naylor says the 
turnaround in Britain’s off-roader 
market has been exceptional. 
Used values hit a low point in July 
2008 to average £6,723, but the 
sector has recovered well to see 
values now at a highest-ever 
average of £12,271. 

“As prices recovered in 2009, 4x4 
values were among the first to 
bounce back,” says Naylor. 

“They were still exceptional 
value for money, but the severe 
weather we have had in recent 
weeks will have convinced many 
drivers they now need a sizeable 
4x4.” 

Average values for used 4x4 
vehicles generally climb as the 
weather worsens, adds Naylor, but 
he concludes: “Having established 
that record benchmark price for 
four-wheel drive vehicles in 
December, we would not be 
surprised if that was exceeded in 
January - particularly with more 
snow and cold weather forecast.” 

Meanwhile, anyone interested 
in a used car that originates from 
the VW Group should consider 
carefully which badge to go for if 
they don’t want to lose too much 


money on one-year-old buys, says 
Used Car Expert magazine. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge 
comments: “There is a high price 
to pay for being fashionable, with 
Audis losing more than other VW 
brands such as Skoda and Seat. 

“Buyers of the latter two cars are 
quids in - they get a vehicle that is 
as well built and reliable as an 
Audi or a Volkswagen, but lose 
around £2,000 less in the long 
term.” 

Finally, the new Vauxhall Astra is 
likely to be an attractive choice 
once it appears on the second¬ 
hand market, thanks to impressive 
ride and handling, lower C02 
emissions, and a ‘big-car’ feel, 
reckons Glass’s Guide. 

“Vauxhall anticipates that its 
new Astra will build on the success 


of the Insignia, though the Astra’s 
less striking exterior suggests 
perhaps that Vauxhall is playing it 
safe,” explains Jason King, head of 
market intelligence at Glass’s. 

“The design, however, is still far 
more dynamic than the outgoing 
model, and it is also the biggest 
Astra yet, extending its appeal. 

“Both the new petrol and diesel 
engine line-ups offer more power 
and lower C02 emissions, which 
should appeal to used car buyers 
wishing to cut fuel usage and run a 
more environmentally friendly car, 
without compromising perfor¬ 
mance,” King concludes. 

After three years and 36,000 
miles, Glass’s Guide predicts the 
Vauxhall Astra 1.4i 16v Exclusiv 
will retain 45 per cent of its 
original purchase price.
